•the House of Representatives today 
when Republicans 
and 
Democrats 
cheered the resolution offered by Rep­ 
resentative Walter Lewis Hensely of 
Misrtmri, a Democrat, requesting the 
president “so ter as he can do so, 
having due regard for the interest 
of the United states, to use his in­ 
fluence to consummate the agreement 
suggested by the Right Hon. Winston 
Churchill.** 
The Churchill suggestion is a ces­ 
sation of armament contracts for a 
period of at least one year. 
No action was taken on the resolu­ 
tion today, because scarcely more than 
fifty members were present, but Speak 
er Clark declared that when the House 
membership returns the House ought 
to adopt the resolution. He declare^ 
it is “idiotic** for -Nations to engage 
in a sea noble to build battleships. 
Minority Leader Mann approved the 
idea, but asserted it would mean noth 
lug for merely IOO members of the 
House to adopt the resolution. “The 
thing to do, if we are really serious 
about this matter,** he said, “is to get 
members back here and adopt this res­ 
olution with practically the full mem­ 
bership of this body present. Then our 
action would mean something.** 
Speaker Clark took the floor and de­ 
clared he ie convinced that if an* 
three great Nations were to agreed 
upon a disarmament program it would 
end the race In building battleships. 
have thought of such combina­ 
tions as Great Britain, the United 
States and Germany, or Great Britain 
tile United States and Russia,*’ said 
Speaker Clark. “Everybody knows if
